Ginny Hatch at YPT has asked that | forward the two attached documents. The YPT CERCLA items are
from a presentation we provided to NDEP on March 17; the items are the same but we have added notes
and some of their suggestions to the descriptions. The other document is the EPA consultation policy
that should give you some idea of how the Tribe manages issues such as this with government agencies.
Non-government entities such as BP are expected to coordinate with the Tribal agencies, in this case the
Environmental Office, so the appropriate information comes to Tribal Council in an efficient manner.

As we discussed in the call, we had provided the list to NDEP as a baseline of what should be addressed
before Council was interested in seeing a change in how the site was managed. The Council reviewed
this list with the Environmental Office to be provided to the agencies and BP. When you asked to meet
with the Tribe, it was hoped it was to review these items and let us know how you planned to address
them, not a general discussion that repeats what NDEP and EPA has already presented to Council to
coordinate possible Consultation.

The Tribe is already having regular meeting with the agencies regarding possible deferral. Ms. Hatch
would like to see your response presented to her office as soon as possible so she can work with the
agencies to determine how the potential agreements will meet the Tribe's terms. Please feel free to
contact Ms. Hatch or my office if you have any questions.
